2. Autumn brings a general though pleas¬ 
ing mtlancholy. It is useful, because it is 
not an individual remonstrance. Nature 
does not, like some men, insult while she 
instructs. Yet a few years we think, and 
all that now bless, or all that now convulse 
humanity, will also have perished. The 
mightiest pageantry of life will pas9; the 
loudest notes of triumph will be silent in the 
grave; the wicked, wherever active, will 
cense from troubling, the weary, wherever 
suflerihg, will he at rest. 

Under impressions so profound, (he hatreds 
nnd cares ol lifts siuk unperceived from our 
bosom. Every unkind pasaion falls, with 
lhe leaves which fall around us; and we re¬ 
turn slowly to our homes nnd to society, 
with the wish only to enlighten and to bless 
them. 

3- Autumn enjoinea trust in God. The 
laws of nature are God’s continued agency, 
and their effects are the exhibitions of his 
providence. We are about to witness the 
decays of the year. Amkl these impressions 
we need support,—nnd there is support for 
up. We lift our desponding eyes, and *ee 
above us One, tt who is ever the same, 1 ’ and 
who, amidst all earthly vicissitudes, “ has no 
variableness or shadow of changing.” We 
Jeel that there is a God j and, from the 
tempestuous sea of life, we hail that pole- 
star of nature, to which a sacred instinct has 
directed our eyes, and which burns with’ 
undecoying ray to lighten us among all the 
darkness of the deep. 

4. Autumn illustrates the value of the 
promise of a resurrection. Nature yearly 
perishes ; hut is yearly renewed. The same 
sun which, by its receding ray, brings the 
autumn, will, by its growing heat, call forth 
spring. Under such convictions, hope dawns 
upon the sadness of the heart. The melan¬ 
choly of decay becomes the herald of renew< 
al. So shall it be with the dead. We seo 
beyond the grave, a greater spring, and with 
calmness we surrender ourselves to death. 
While the sun of mortality sinks, we hail 
the rising of the Sun of righteousness, and 
in the hours, when all the honors of nature 
nre perishing about us, we prostrate our¬ 
selves in deeper adoration before Him who 
sitteth on its throne.'\— Brooks. 


urged very strongly by some who were pres¬ 
ent. The objection aa we understood it, was, 
that while intellectual education, was held 
forth, with great prominence, there was not 
sufficient importance attached to the religious 
education. The complaint was made, that in 
our public schools nothing but the shreds of 
Natural Religion^ were taught, and that the 
great doctrines of revealed religion, which the 
parent would feel bound to teach to his child, 
could not be taught in the public schools, 
Certainly the objector must have known, that 
there is a provision made in tlie Revised 
Statutes for the moral and religious, as well 
as intellectual education of the young. If 
however, he thought the teacher was bound 
to inculcate the peculiar views of the sect to 
which the objector belonged, and this was 
the impression we had from the tone of his re< 
marks, then we are willing to confess, that 
we should deeply regret any such introduction 
of the elements of sectarian strife and discord, 
into our public schools. No man has 
strongly inculcated the necessity of moral and 
religious instruction, than the honorable Sec¬ 
retary. But from his position, at well as from 
the well known wishes of the people of this 
State, he feels bound to refrain from any at¬ 
tempt to interfere with the peculiar religious 
views, and doctrines which divide Christian 
sects. It is enough to ttfach those great doc¬ 
trines of natural and revealed .religion upon 
which Christiana agree-; to imbue the mind 
with a lively and all pervading tense of its 
relations to the Creator, itself, and the world 
to implant, fixed, deep rooted, though simple 
and moral principles, to inculcate the great 
doctrine of man's accountability, and thus 
strengthen the young mind to withstand the 
temptations, brave the adverse circumstances, 
and glide smoothly o’er the rugged path of 
life. This it seems to us should be the aim, 
this the object, this the endeavor of every 
conscientious teacher. It is the platform on 
which the whole system of education was 
basfed, by those to whose watchfulness and 
early etlention to the subject, we are indebted 
for all tyhich we now enjoy. Let us vigilently 
guard it from every innovation which would 
wrest from it one jot or tittle of its pristine 
glory. D.

Visit to the Siamxse Twins. A cor¬ 
respondent of the Raleigh (N. C.) Biblical 
Recorder, under date of Aug. 2, 1847, gives 
the following account of a visit to Chang 
and Eng, tho celebrated Siamese twins, 
who, it will be remembered, visited Boston 
some fifteen years since. 

“ In company with tny friend,William M 
Nance, Esq. 1 called to see the Siamese 
twins, Chang and En| 


upon me before 1 nm ready for the visit,’ 
and os he said this his stern face lit up with 
n entile, the expression of which was diabol¬ 
ical. It was evident he meditated some 
desperate plan. 

A dozen sweeps were got out, nnd tlie 
vessel moved slowly through the water.

The cable attached to the heaviest anchor, 
was taken outside the hawser hole, and car¬ 
ried round the bow, aft round the stern, and 
then forward on the other side. The hatch¬ 
es were then taken off, and the negroes 
passed up, each securely ironed by the 
wrists. As the miserable wretches came 
from the hot hold into the fresh air, they ex¬ 
pressed by their looks a gratitude that would 
have softened the heart of any but the fiend 
in whose power they were. Without a 
word they were led to the side, made to 
bend over the rail, outside of which the 
chain ran. It was slow work, but at the end 
of four hours, six hundred Afi-icans, male and 
female, were bending ovtr the rail of the bng, 
in a painful position, holding by their chain¬ 
ed hands to a huge cable, which was to he at¬ 
tached to a heavy anchor, suspended by a 
single sling from the low. 

Homans himself examined the tnstenings 
to see that every negro wns strongly bound 
to the chain. This done, he ordered the 
pen work of the hold to he broken up, and 
brought on deck, bound up in matting, well 
filled with shot and thrown overboard. 
The work was completed on hour before 
day-break, and now the only witness of 
Homnns’ guilt was attached to the fatal chain. 
Homans turned to his mate, and with a smile 
full of rneuning, said in Spanish—Hnrro 
take an axe nnd go forward. The wind 
will come off to us soon. Listen for the 
word and when you hear it cut the aling. 

The ntnn went forward, and Homans 
turned and in vain endeavored to penetrate 
the darkness. * I dont want to lose the nig¬ 
gers,* he anid speaking aloud—and yet 
I dare not ‘wait until daylight. 1 wish 1 
knew where the hounds were.*

were firing signals.

Political. The atmosphere of the po¬ 
litical world just now, notwithstanding the 
nearness ol the election, is almost as cool 
as the atfnosphere of the passitfg season.— 
Tho four parties lie in the field as chilly 
frndstiffasa morning frost. The Demo 
crata with all their present admiration of 
the war, seem to warm up no enthusiasm 
hbout it. Nor do the Whigs in the pro 
fessed fervor of their opposition man¬ 
ifest any thing approaching to a melting 
Zeal. As to ihe other two parlies, they are 
bo small, that they cannot sensibly affeci 
the temperature of the times by any degree 
of warmth they are capable of generating. 
It may be that this state of things is a good 
one. Perhaps it signifies that the people 
have ceased to act upon the ardent im 
pulses of party and are now exercising their 
cool judgment. 


Stupendous Undertaking. The New- 
York Tribune translates from the “ Deuts¬ 
che Schnellpost,” the folloxviug apparently 
authentic account of arrangements already 
entered into for executing the long contem¬ 
plated project ol constructing a canal across 
the Isthmus of Suez : 

“ The cutting through the Isthmus of 
Suez, is, at last, determined upon. The 
conditions of this enterprise, in which Eu¬ 
rope is combined, are:—l. Egypt is made 
a neutral State; her neutrality and inde¬ 
pendence arc guaranteed by the Porte, 
France, England and Austria ;—2, Prussia, 
Russia, North America, and powers of sec¬ 
ond rank, are invited to recognize this neu¬ 
trality 3. France, England, and Aus¬ 
tria, make the cutting on their own cost, 
and levy a tonnage until the outlay is made 
Up. 4. The execution of the work can not 
be interrupted by the breaking out of a war 
between the contracting parties. Austria 
-undertakes to make the Nile navigable as 
far as Damieite, where there is to be an im¬ 
mense harbor; (the oversight of this part 
of the work to be given to Capt Morong, of 
the Austrian engineers, known to many of 
our readers by his residence in the United 
States;) England is to buy the necessary 
land at Suez, and the canal itself is to be 
cut by France and England together.” 


Death of Mr. Everett. We learn 
from the ^English papers, received by the 
Cambria, that the Hon. Alexander H. Ever 
ett, U. S. Commissioner to China, died on 
the 28th of June, at the house of Dr P. Par¬ 
ker, Secretary of Legation, who had been 
for several years resident at Canton. He 
died of a severe and painful chronic disease, 
under which he had syffered for two or 
three years, at the age of 57 years. Not¬ 
withstanding the painful character of his 
complaint, he possessed his intellectual fa¬ 
culties in their vigor to the last, and he de¬ 
voted some hours to writing and business 
to the last day but one of his life. The for¬ 
eign authorities at Canton appear to have 
shewn the most marked attentions at the 
funeral. The body of the deceased was 
borne to the boat by eight English sailors 
sent from the steamer Pluto. Besides the 
American gentlemen in Canton, the Brit¬ 
ish officers there attended the funeral servi¬ 
ces, and the French squadron fired minute 
guns and sent a body of Marines to perform 
military honors at the grave. Mrs Everett 
remained at the last dale at Canton, where 
she receives every kind attention and so¬ 
lace which her bereaved condition admits. 


Hound Top, in the Catskill Moun¬ 
tains. A correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post, who has recently visited the 
most elevated points of the Catskill Moun¬ 
tains in the vicinity of the Hudsou river, 
called High Peak or Round Top , recom¬ 
mends the adoption of measures for open¬ 
ing paths by which visiters may more easi¬ 
ly ascend them, and for erecting on-the lat¬ 
ter a tower or observatory, of such height 
•a to prevent the distant view being obr 
structed by the neighboring trees. He is 
of opinion that these heights would thus be 
rendered places of great attraction to trav¬ 
ellers, on account of the magnificent view 
which would he thus presented. The ele¬ 
vation of the latter of these peaks is 1600 
feet and the former 1400 feet greater than 
that of the Mountain House, in the vicinity 
of Catskill— this house being 2200 feet a- 
bove the level of the river. The writer of 
the article, with a companion, ascended 
these summits from the head of Platlskill 
Cove, on the 4tii of the present month. In 
his description of this tour he says:— 

41 If a tower were built upon the summit 
of Round Top, of such a height as to over¬ 
look the trees, a circle of more than one 
hundred miles diameter would delight the 
traveller. The expense of such a tower 
would be trifling, not more than one hun¬ 
dred dollars, for the spruces that grow so 
luxuriantly in the vicinity would furnish 
abundant material. The students of Wil¬ 
liams College, a few years since, erected a 
jog building upon the top of Greylock, to 
the height of thirty feet, and upon this ele¬ 
vated a steeple some thirty more, from 
which thousands of tourists have enjoyed 
the most enchanting view in Massachu¬ 
setts. One man, in less than one week, 
could cut a path from the summit of Round 
Top lo some one of the numerous roads 
that lead towards the Mountain House, 
and such an one, probably, as horses could 
ascend.” 


Practice and Preaching. In an ad¬ 
dress before the literary societies of Brown 
University, a few years ago, on the “ So- 
ciaMnfluences of Christianity,” Gen. Caleb 
Cushing spoke of war in these terms : 

“Are we not also, in the sanguinary 
wars which from time to time convulse the 
world, the self-immolated victims of our 
headlong passions and unreasoning animal 
instincts ? Oh, when will civilized com¬ 
munities learn that war,‘even upon those 
rare occasions when .it is hallowed by*a 
ju6t and hi^h cause, is after all but a nec¬ 
essary crime, and the scourge of our kind ! 
When will they conspire not in over-reach¬ 
ing and encroaching one upon the other, 
• but in bringing their choicest oblations, the 
flowers and fruits with which the bounte¬ 
ous hand of Heaven begems the unspoiled 
earth, and the aspirations of 41 fraiprnal 
concord, to lay tfiem lovingly together on 
the altar of Peace ?” • 


Hon. David Hensiixw’s Addresf.-— 
The Worcester Palladium of last week con 
lains an able address, delivered before the 
Worcester Agricultural Society on the 23d 
ult. by Hon. David Henshaw, It isasingu 
Sar production for such ari occasion—or, in 
deed, for any occasion. It treats of a great 
variety of matters connected with the sub 
jeet of Agriculture by only a very slight 
ihread—a thread, however, which is quite 
ingeniously spun. 

The rtiain scope of the address is to show 
chat the non-producers in society are great* 
>y disproportionate to the producers. Tak 
ing farmers as the representatives and bulk 
of the producing classes, i: argues that pro¬ 
fessional men, or non-producers, nre more 
numerous than is necessnry, and conae- 
pieutly are, to a certain extent, an injury, 
burden upon the farming interest—ure 
“tax upon labor.” In other words, the ad 
Iress teaches that the farming interest is ob< 
liged to support too many lawyers, clergy 
men, $*c. 

The profession of the law, it says, is 
crowded beyond'the natural wants of the 
community—crowded, os is believed by the 
stimulating influences, the hot house growth 
of the higher endowed seminaries. Hence 
artificial means become necessary to afford 
the whole body of the profession tut nde 
piste support. A sort of clanship arises uu 
ler this common necessity, and they band 
together to forward their common interests, 
under rules often independnnt of the ordin- 
ary and general luws of the community.— 
To ibis it is believed moy be traced, in a 
good degree, the unstable, clmngnble patch 
work character of our legislation ; and to the 
same source the interpolation of the unwrit 
ten luw upon our code. The uncertainty of 
ihe law is the certuinty of litigation, and this 
truth is instinctively known to the profes 
sion»” 

In the remarks upon the clergy, a little 
party spirit is visible, as if Mr H. had read 
some straight-out sermon against the Mexi 
can war. The address informs us, that 
there are about 1350 societies and plages of 
public worship in Massachusetts, maintain 
ed at a probable average of a thousand dol¬ 
lars per annum. This it thinks is too great 
tax on labor. The expenses should be 
curtailed by erecting less splendid edifices 
and by reducing the relative number of 
ministers. The address shows the process 
by which religious societies are dismember¬ 
ed *hy young ministers in search of societies, 
and how (his division of congregations aids 
the undue increase of the clerical profession 
It also shows some of the moral evils of this 
state of things, such as, that 11 subjects quite 
foreign to religious instruction are lugged 
into the pulpit, and our civil rulers and in¬ 
stitutions are assailed by some zealous prea¬ 
chers, and disobedience to the powers that 
be Inculcated.” Mr H. would lesson the 
number of clergymen. It appears t<^ us 
better way would be to increase and enlarge 
the societies. Let the doors of our church¬ 
es be thrown freely open, and an increase 
of our clergy, instead of diminution, will be 
called for by the increased attendance on 
public worship. 

While thus dealing direct blows at the 
lawyers and clergy, there is an active inter- 
spertion of “ side-winders” in other direc¬ 
tions. A hit is made at Harvard College, 
and the Unitnrian clergy, in t sentence tip 
on the Dudleian Lecture. It is inconsis¬ 
tent, the addrees says, that in ibis Jind of 
entire religious freedom, the law permits a 
periodical assault upon the doctrines of 
one of the Christian sects by the aid of a 
privileged fund, the income of which is 
wrung from the hand oflubor! 

The equity system is described as a pow¬ 
er that supersedes the trial by jury, and sub 
verts the supremacy of the law. “ Possess¬ 
ed by the judiciary it is called an equity 
power; if held by an executive it would he 
rightfully denominated a despotism. In 
either cose it is a practical satire upon the 
idea of a government of law. It substitutes 
(lie frail, flexible, elastic conscience of a 
judge for a fixed standard of right. It is a 
mighty drain on lubor, and prolific of profit 
to the profession, who will be likely to cling 
to the abuse with the tenacity of a suckling 
to the tent, nnd for much the same purpose. 

Such ure some of the notions which go to 
make up this interesting medley, which pas¬ 
ses under the. name of an Agricultural ad- 
d ress.

Anti Slavery in Slave States. The 
form of action which the Anti Slavery people 
of the Slave States are now pursuing is, to 
give to each county the right to abolish 
Slavery whenever a majority of the legal 
voters shall think proper. An agitation for 
this end is getting headway in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Virginia and even North Carolina. 
It has a good prospect of success. The 
proposition recommends Itself to the sense of 
justice of all, that each county should have 
entire control of a matter of each vital interest 
to itself. 

In the Western counties of (he States of 
North Carolina and Virginia and the Eastern 
counties of Tennessee, Slavery is merely nom¬ 
inal. The Louisville Examiner publishes the 
statistics of each State which show the Slave 
population to be comparatively small. In the 
six counties of Western North Carolina the 
entire population is 62,757, the number of 
slaves 7,327, a proportion of 1 slave to about 
8 £ inhabitants. In the six of Western Virgin- 
the entire population 47,321, slaves 1833, 
or 1 slave to every 25 2-3 inhabitants. In the 
six of Eastern Tonnessee, the entire popula¬ 
tion 68,563, Slaves 8,651, or 1 Slave lo every 
17 2-3 inhabitants. 

In each of these regions the ioitiatory steps 
will soon be taken lo bring this subject before 
the people, when it is confidently expected 
that the right of each county to legislate for 
itself upon the matter of Slavery will be fully 
granted. It will be a long step towards speedy 
and unconditional emancipation. 


The Conventions. Within the fortnight 
ending to day, our city has been the seat of 

the sittings of two important conventions_ 

one educational and the other religious in its 
character. These two convention* represent 
ed the chief elements in the social movement 
For though political matters usually receive 
the most popular attention, they are tributary 
and secondary to the moral and intellectual 
interests of society. Politics treats of the re 
lations of men in the practical affairs of life, 
To fashion these relations by intelligence and 
virtue ia the object of intellectual and moral 
teachers. Hence politics is, or should be, the 
mere instrument in the hands of education 
and religion—the expression in every day life 
of their will and purpose. 

Popular conventions, such as these, are of 
very modern birth. In a great part of the 
civilised world the right of the people peaces 
bly to assemtde and discuss their own inter 
ests is yet denied dnd withheld. Whatever is 
ddne there for education is by a class who ar¬ 
rogate to themselves a monopoly of the con¬ 
trol of this vital interest of mankind. What¬ 
ever Undone for religion is by an assuming and 
dogmaticQl priesthood. In our own country 
such a gathering for the advance of the cause of 
education as was had here last week, would 
have been but a few years since, a most sin¬ 
gular phenomenon. In many States —in most 
perhaps—it would still be a great novelty.— 
How recent, indeed, is the origin of c onven 
lions of precisely this character even in Mas 
sachusetts. It was a meeting of those who 
represent (he great mass of society who have 
taken their own education in their own hands 
A meeting of the friends of education w ho are 
its friend* from a simple love for the thing it 
self—who have no ambition of power to grat¬ 
ify—who do not aim to elevate themsolves 
that they may profit by this eminence over 
others, but who aim to elevate all, in order 
that none may look down upon another. — 
How new is this conception of education 
an all embracing social interest. The old er¬ 
ror is scarcely yet exploded in some professod- 
ly civilized quarters, that for the " common 
people," ignorance is bliss and wisdom folly 
—that the hewers of wood and drawers of wi 
ter are not benefited, but rather injured, by 
the acquisition of knowledge—that a part of 
mankind were made to rule, the remainder to 
serve, and that knowledge was essential to 
the first class, but ignorance the destiny and 
proper lot of the latter. This convention was 
the offspring of a time which has repudiated 
this irrational opinion. Its purpose was to 
enlist the sympathies of the community in the 
work of spreading far and wide, high end 
low, the blessings of education. To send the 
schoolmaster abroad to universal man, -ir 
however poor or ragged or wretched a condi¬ 
tion he may be found. 

Of the same essential character was the re¬ 
ligious convention. Although of one particu¬ 
lar sect, it may be regarded as the type of 
what all similar bodies are coining to be 
meeting of Christian men and women to con¬ 
sider how Christian doctrines may be applied 
to each other’s common relations, to the in 
terests of humanity and the bettering of hu 
man society. It was no conclave of mitred 
and robed ecclesiastics, met to pore over the 
subtleties of extravagant dogmas, and to dic¬ 
tate creeds and doctrines for the acceptance 
and governance of superstitious followers, 
who implicitly received their wildest notions 
as divine truth. But it was a plain gathering 
of plain Christian people—none claiming au 
perior ^illumination — but each uttering the 
message of which he was the conscious bear¬ 
er, and all profiting therefrom in proportion 
to their various degrees of edification. Such 
is the character of many of the different chrie- 
tian bodies in our times and such they must 
more and more become. The Gospel must 
become a practical thing, having some fitness 
to every one’s position in this world, in hu¬ 
man society. It has been theorized about long 
enough. The world has been convinced of 
the abstract truth of Christianity long ago.— 
What is now wanted is to shbw its applica¬ 
tion lo the affairs of this world, to show that 
human society may be moulded in accordance 
with its principles. Thia work is to be ac¬ 
complished by all Christian men and women 
becoming teachers of the Gospel by deed and 
word. Retained in the hands of a priest¬ 
hood, the Gospel would always be liable to 
degenerate into theory merely, but as the gulf 
between ministers and people becomes less 
wide, and the work of each is made different 
in degiee rather than in character, its practi¬ 
cality increases, the earnestness of its applica¬ 
tion to social and individual affairs enlarges 
and its true character and power becomes 
more evident. It ceases to bo a mero instru¬ 
ment of social order in the hands of a class 
of spiritual despots, and becomes an equal¬ 
izing, ameliorating and elevating social prin¬ 
ciple. Such is doubtless the effect of a com¬ 
mingling of laity and clergy on terms of equal¬ 
ity as in thia convention. 

These conventions were, theq, peculiar 
births of the times. They represented the 
spirit of our people and the leading religious 
and educational ideas (not doctrines) of the 
age. They were free conventions, both of 
them, convened for the untrammelled expres¬ 
sion of individual opinions. And their object 
W&a the benefit of universal man—to educate 
his mind and dovelope his affections. When 
until these times, have such meetings, com 
posed of men and women in all grades of so¬ 
ciety, voluntarily convened for such wide, lib¬ 
eral, unselfish and phiianihrcphic purposes?— 
They disclose the working of influences in the 
world of the most generous and beneficent 
character—the influences of practical Christi¬ 
anity transforming human institutions every¬ 
where «nd elevating all men to«a high equal¬ 
ity. G. 


The Waktcrviub Muat.cn. The Eas 
tern Mail furnishes the following particulars, 
in relation to the brutal murder at Warter- 
viile. • 

Immediately after, thq verdict of the jury 
of inquest, the subject was carried* before 
the Grand Jury, nt Augueln, nnd the testi 
rnotiy, so far as previously obtained, was in 
process of examhiution, when a develop¬ 
ment of the whole mutter wan announced 
from another source, which leaves no room 
for further doubt, that Dr. Cooledge is the 
author of the dreadful murder. 

For nearly two years past Mr. Thomas 
Flint, n son ofilon, W. R. Flint, of Somer¬ 
set Co., has been a student of medicine in 
Dr. C.’s office. He admitted being in the of¬ 
fice in the evening, after young Mathews 
whs seen to enter it, and though he denied 
ull knowledge of the murder, in his exami 
nation before the inquest, there was n sus¬ 
picion that regard for his friend nnd teacher 
hnd prevented his disclosing what he knew 
on the subject. 

Young Flint had three times sent for his fa 
ther, nfler the murder, but tho message was 
repeatedly intercepted, nnd Senator Flint re 
ceived the information only in time to arrive 
in Waiterville on Thursday morning, and 
nfler consulting ids friends in regard to all 
(he circiimetniices took bin son to n private 
room at Williams's Hotel, and requested 
full disclosure of whatever he might know 
relative to the murder. The fiither’s course 
was successful* A full disclosure wus made, 
and on i lie following morning Senator Flint 
proceeded to Aujpudh, Al took m**iiMure# for 
bringing Ida sou's testimony before dm 
. mud Jury. At 3 o'clock P. M. on Friday 
officers Norris, N'udd and Miller urrived in 
Wnterville, took Dt.‘Cooledge into custody 
ntnj proceeded to Augusta, where he was 
committed to prison die same night. 

The following is the testimony of young 
Flint, which we have liken pains to obtain 
from the most reliable wurce : 

About 9 o'clock, on tho evening of the 
murder, Dr Cooledge inmn to the door of 
the room in which young Flint was sitting, 
at Williams's Hotel, and asked him to accom¬ 
pany him to the office, which was hut a few 
st»*|>s distant. They went together into the 
office, which consisted of two large rooms, 
front and rear, on die second floor. After 
entering the front room, Cooledge locked 
the door, and immediately told Flint thut he 
wa-r going to reveal to him a mystery in 
which his life win involved ; — he then pro¬ 
ceeded to say, that MuQhewscame in a short 
dine before—dint he jave him a glass of 
brandy to drink, and ho immediately fell in 
an a|K>pleciic fir, and was lying in the other 
room. He said die nfftir would ruin diem 
if the body was found ia die office, and he 
hnd railed him in to aid in dnqiosing of it. 

Various plans were then suggested for se 
creting the body. It wos proposed to leave 
it in the street, nnd also to cant it into the 
river. It was thought the night was noi 
dark enough to venture being seen in taking 
it to the river, and it was deposited where 
it was found. Cooledge was occupied a 
considerable portion of the night in secreting 
the money end removing evidences of the 
deed. A t four o’clock in the morn ing he 
started for Skowhegqn to visit • patient. 

Flint knew nothing of the money till after 
the return of Cooledge, when he was told he 
obtained $1800, which hod been secreted 
unde/ the carpet, lienemh an iron safe 
Flint afterwards, at the persuasion of Cooi¬ 
ng®* removed it, and deposited s part of it 
where it wne found, in Willieiti’e ohed, and 
another |*art in aooiher place ; but ultimate¬ 
ly put the whole—except the roll found— 
into a small jug in the office. Cooledge at 
Inst insisted the whole should be burnt, and 
Flint broke the jug, and burnt the money 
He had not nt any time counted if? end 
knew not whether die whole $1800 was 
deeiroyed, but thiuk&jf ^*t.

THE UNITARIAN AUTUMNAL CON¬ 
VENTION 

Assembled in Salem on Tuesday last, 
and closed on Thursday noon. The occa¬ 
sion,was one of great interest. It was well 
attended by both clergy and laity, amongst 
whom were some of the ablest in the deno¬ 
mination. The sermons in the Mechanic 
Hall were attended by at least 1500 people, 
and the churches during the discussions 
were crowded. The deliberations of the 
Convention, it Was gratifying to observe, 
turned upon the great interests of humani¬ 
ty as embodied in the progress and reform 
of social institutions.* The great questions 
of Freedom, Temperance and Peace were 
treated in a manly and Christian tone of 
sympathy with all endeavors for social ele¬ 
vation. Mr Briggs’ sermon, on Wednes¬ 
day evening, was aa especially able and 
eloquent exposition of the method which 
Christ pursued in the treatment of the evils 
of the world, dnd ffisUnotJy showed the ap- 
plication of chritftian doctrines to the pre¬ 
sent relations of our country. 

We give below a sketch of the proceed¬ 
ing, from the GazeUe.and other sources. 

The Convention wa9 organized at 
P.M., on Tuesday, at the Chapel in Barton 
Square, by the choice of the following per¬ 
sons to constitute the Officers of the Con¬ 
vention, viz :

^The Convention iben attyoined to meet 
at the East Church‘s Wednesday morning, 
at 9 o'clock, >7 

At 5 o'clock, the Convention proceeded 
tp Hamilton Hall, where a social tea party 
was given by the ladies of the four socie¬ 
ties. The attendance was very large, and 
the time passed off happily in the most cor¬ 
dial intercourse. The tables were bounti¬ 
fully supplied and tastefully arranged, 
much to the credit of all concerned. Mapy 
of the clergymen, with their wives, of this, 
city, of the various denominations, were 
present, by invitation of the committee, 

A sermon Was delivered at 7 P M., at 
Mechanic Hall, by Rev Mr Farley, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y„ from 1. Corinthians, x : 
15. 14 i speak ab to wise men; judge ye 
what I say.” His subject was the necev- 


sity of denominational union and action. While 
he deplored an uncharitable sectarianism, he 
clearly and vigorously set forth tho duty and ex¬ 
pediency of Unitarians standing fast together in 
the maintenance of the religious views which 
they held dear. He thought that co-operation 
and union could exist without infringing on in¬ 
dividual liberty. The meeting was opened by 
prayer from Rev. Mr. Stetson of Medford ; ap 
propriate hymns were sung, and the meeting 
was closed by prayer from Mr F. 

Wednesday, the Convention met at 9 A. M., 
at the East church. Prayer was offered by Rev 
Mr Lincoln of Fitchburg, and a discussion took 
place on resolutions offered by Rev. Mr Osgood 
of Providence, chairman of the business com¬ 
mittee. The first resolution related to the princi¬ 
ples of congregational liberty which the early 
history of Salem brought vividly to mind ; and 
it nrged the importance of quickening the life of 
individual parishes. This was ably spoken to 
by Uev. Messrs Whitman of Lexington, and 
Bellows, of N. Y. 

The second had reference to signs cf greater 
liberality and sympathy on the part of other 
Christians, and waa discussed by Rev. Messrs. 
Stetson of Medford, 11. II. Fuller, Esq. of Bos¬ 
ton, Mr. Osgood of Providence, and Messrs Mus- 
sey of Cambridgeport, and Whitman of Lexing¬ 
ton, Rev. Dr. Parkinan of Boston, and Rev. Dr. 
h lint of this city. It was thought cheering that 
following their own line of thought, olid remain¬ 
ing in thoir own Christian bodies, there were 
many, who, while differing in many ieapect« 
from Unitatians, were yet lod to embrace some 
of the most important results to which Unitarians 
had arrived. The meeting waa closed with 
prayer. 

At 2 P. M., the convention reassembled at the 
First Church, and after prayfr, the discussion, 
of tho 3d Resolution began. Rev. Mr. Eliot of 
St. Louis, spoke to this. It was on the impor 
tanceof maintaining and increasing the efficiency 
of the American Unitarian Association. Mr. E. 
advocated it; and spoke of the need of extend¬ 
ing a sound and liberal theology. He thought 
that in the western country the kingdom of God 
had not yet been taken by violence, by preachers 
of his own faith. Rev. Dr Gannett soon follow¬ 
ed in an admirable speech. He distinguished 
true sectarianism from false ; spoke of the early 
history of the Association and iu honored foun¬ 
ders ; and put to hia hearers the necessity either 
of giving their money to associations where it 
must necessarily be bestowed so as to shelter and 
extend a false theology ; or else giving it to this 
association ; or finally of doing nothing, and ac¬ 
counting to God as they could for their inaction, 
and their gross delinquency to him. He was 
followed by Rev. Mr. Hincks of London, editor 
of the London Inquirer, who supported the reso-

Weiss, of Watertown, and singing the beautiful 
hymn of Dr. Flint’s (first sung on the same spot 
when tho old church was last worshipped in, 23 
years before,) the Convention repaired to Hamil¬ 
ton Hall, to attend a second tea party. This 
passed off even more pleasantly than the first. 

At the suggestion of Mr S. C. Phillips, a cir¬ 
cle was formed and very entertaining remarks 
were made by Rev Messrs Parkman, Stetson 
and Osgood. 

In the evening, after singing, and prayer by 
Rov. Dr. Gannett, Rev. Mr. Briggs, of Plym¬ 
outh,gave to a very crowded audience at Mechan¬ 
ic Hall, an earnest and impressive sermon from 
the text, " Fear not, little flock.” 'He consider¬ 
ed tho method of Jesus in unfolding truth and 
reclaiming the sinner. He thought less was to 
be gained by controversy than by awakening the 
sense of a want in the breast, which divine truth 
alone could satisfy. He spoke of the rebuke 
which the truth of Jesus had, for all public sins, 
and spoke pungently of the guilt and the horrors 
of the wicked war now waging against Mexico. 

He concluded with a simple and affectionate tri¬ 
bute to the memory of Channing. 

Thnrsday, Otc. 21, the Convention reassem¬ 
bled at the Church in Barton Square. Rev. Mr. 

Thomas spoke on the 5th resolution, relating to 
tbe too great devotion to wealth and luxury at 
the present time. He was followed with equal 
earnestness by Rev. Mr. Lincoln of Fitchburg. 

Mr. Bellows of New York, spoke at length and 
with great power in deprecating the mischiefs of 
which the resolution complained. Then follow¬ 
ed Rev. Mr. Stetson in an earnest and full con¬ 
sideration of the objection made to the reformers, 
that they dealt merely with outside evils. This 
he denied. Rev. Mr. Osgood of Providence 
spoke in a strain somewhat different, but With 
much force, on the need of raising the hearts of 
men to God ; and said that he had heard an in¬ 
telligent layman contend that preaching could 
not be too pungent, but that hearers complained 
because certain preachers were too apt to aim at 
far off sins, ana shoot over the heads of their 
hearers. 

Rev. Dr. Gannett and Mr. Greele of Boston, 
and Rev. J. F. Clarke, spoke on the question of 
preparing a memorial to Congress in reference to 
the existing war. It was thought that sufficient 
time did not remain for the consideration of this 
question, and it was left for subsequent action. 

Rev. Dr. Putnam of Roxbury, in reply to a res¬ 
olution to that effect, spoke in eloquent terms of 
the harmony which had marked the convention 
—just the right harmony, he said ; harmony in 
diversity. They all felt that they were better for 
differing, if there were any difference, as to their 
diodes of action. 

Rev. Mr. Morison of Milton, spoke in reply to 
a-resolution commemorating the lives and ser¬ 
vices of Rev Dr Peabody and others ; and made 
touching allusion to the death of Rev Mr Moore 
in Illinois, *nd of Rev Mr Niles, nnd of Rev Dr 
Peabody. But here the convention were pressed 
for time, and he was compelled to be brief in 
characterising their various virtues. 

Rev. Messrs. Thompson and Osgood recipro¬ 
cally thanked those who had come, and those 
who had given the invitation to come. 

Rev Dr Putnam offered prayer, a hymn was 
sung, and all went away feeling that they had 
been edified, and that all this diversity of thought 
“worketh that ope and the self-same spirit,''— 

"the spirit of life ia Christ Jesus." 

The tables were again replenished on Thurs¬ 
day, about 1 3 o'clock M., to give a social welcome 
to the ehrldien of the four Societies, who were 
not able to atthnd the previous parties.

coming every day more and jnore " fixed" 
and unavailable/'

This news confirms the sifbstanco of previous 
reports through Mexioans, save that on the 28th 
our army was in quiet possession of the capital, 
Jill Hfibrts to protect which from our arms had for 
the time ..been abandoned by the Mexicans, In 
order to save it, as they say, from the horrors of 
a bombardment. 

The Mexicatv forces retired to the city of 
Guadalupe on the evening of the 14th, with the 
view of falling back upon Puebla, in order to. 
cut off our communication with Vera Cruz, and 
to rescue Puebla from our arms. 

. El Genio, of Vera Cruz, of Oct. 1st, under 
.the head of ‘‘Latest from the Interior,” says : 

‘‘We have accounts from Mexico to the 28tl» 
of September. The capital enjoyed the greatest 
tranquillity. Security and confidence werecom- 
.pletely established. All the commercial estab¬ 
lishments were already open.” 

This, if correct—and there is hardly a doubt 
of it— shows our arms to bo in complete and qui¬ 
et possessioa of “the halls of the Montezumas.” 

• On the 15th of September the American flag 
was floating over the “ National Palace” in 
Mexico, which Gen. Quitman occupied as civil 
•and military Governor. 

The Mexicans, it seems, let out of prison, 
about the lime of their evacuation of the city, 
1000 criminals, to whom they gave arms. Be¬ 
tween them and our people street fights and a 
sort of duel began, which led to all sorts of dis¬ 
orders, and to the killing and wounding of many 
on both sides. This went on ti)44he 16th. The 
greater part of the houses, Situated iu the 
aubnrbs of the city, were sacked. 

Santa Anna has actually resigned the Presi¬ 
dency, but not the army. Pena is charged wiih 
that office, with whom are associated Generals 
Herrera and Alcorta. 

Geooral Herrera, the report says, was about 
marching to Queretaro with the Mexican infant¬ 
ry, in order to re unite there the troops of San 
Luis, Durango, Zacatecas and Guadalajara. In 
Shn Luis were about to assemble some deputies. 

The latest accounts say that the army assem- 
t>fed-at Guadalupe had dispersed. Santa Anna, 
with two squadrons of cavalry had taken the 
' route to Puebla. 

Santa Anna is said to have more than 2000 
mounted men with him, on his march to Puebla. 
The report is, that he had effected a union with 
Gen. Urrea, who, with three thousand iufantry, 
was encompassing our forces in Puebla, which 
place was suffering in some degree from the hor¬ 
rors of a bombardment, more than 300 bomb¬ 
shells and grenades having been thrown into it. 

All the accounts go to show that the city of 
Mexico suffered terribly by the criminals let 
loose, by the leperos, and the consequent attacks 
outpeople were compelled to make upon them. 
Much of the city was “sacked” more or less. 

Gen. Scott was busy in «establishing a civil 
government in Mexico. As early as the 16th 
he began his work. lie commenced the organi¬ 
sation of an “Ayuntamiento,” that with 600 
policemen should protect the peace of the city, 
jo be supported by the army. On the 17th the 
city”began to be quiet. On the 18th were pub¬ 
lished some ‘rescripts’ of General Scott, relat¬ 
ing to the judicial tribunals, &c. 

General Scott is reported to have called on the 
Mexican states for commissioners, to be vested 
with full powers to make a treaty. 

It is also said that he has asked of the “Aynn- 
tamiento” a contribution of $50,000, $30,000 
immediately, and the rest in parts afterward as 
wanted. 

The Mexican prisonets of war have been or¬ 
dered to the city of Mexico. 

The Supreme Government of Mexico is “ by 
authority” declared to be at Queretaro. 

Several of the Northern States of Mexico 
have declared Santa Anna a traitor, and propose 
-nhiuff an army to be placed under Bustamente 
and Paredes.

At the hut*le of Mill de Rey, (King’s Mills.) 700 
of Gen. Worth’s division were lost, and about 600 inure 
n the battles* of the 14th. 

In storming Chapultepec and in the attack on the 
Citadel, Gen. Quitman’s division lost 300; Twigg’s 
268; Pillow’s 142; and Worth’s 138. Worth had

The Telegraph reporta from the South this 
morning, give still further details of the lute 
battles in nnd about the city of Mexico. 

The principal features of the additional 
intelligence are as follows. 

Snnta Anna lost, in killed, wounded and 
prisoners, abort t half of his arfny. 

Among the Mexican prisoners taken, were 
Gen. Bravo nnd Staff. They were tuken at 
Chapultepec. 

Since leaving Puebla, the American army 
has captured no less than 6000 prisoners, 
70 pieces of artillery—27 at Cemreras, 10 ot 
Cherubusco, nnd 33 ill tho battles of the 12th, 
13th and 14th of Sept. 

Letters from the city of Mexico, under 
tlate of the 2Sth of Sept, mention a rumor, 
that Santa Anna had been taken prisoner by 
Col. Chillis at Puebla, and another that he 
had been slain by Alvarez. 

Senor Gambo proclaims Santa Anna a traitor 
to his country, and charges hitn with having 
intentionally allowed the Americans to defeat 
him in every battle; and finally accuses him 
of having destroyed the nationally of Mexico. 

The U. 8 relief ship Macedonia, Capt. Pe- 
Kay. from Great Britjan, arrived at this port 
this fore noon. _ 

More Troops. The President has mjule 
requisition on the Governor of Michigan for 
another regiment of Infantry, to consist of 
ten companies of eighty men each, exclusive 
of officers.
